Chain of Banks Closed, Head 
Writes “T’ll Be in Canada’’

A. T. Hudspeth’s Nine Depositories in Arkan- 
sas Suspend When Prosecutor at 
Harrison Receives Letter. 


By the Associated Press. 

HARRISON, Ark., Sept. 1.— 
Nine banks in Arkansas, known as 
the A. T. Hudspeth chain, closed 


today soon after Prosecuting At- 


torney Jack Holt received a letter 
bearing Hudspeth’s name, which 
said he assumed responsibility for 
their condition, and added “When 
this is in print, Ll'll be in Canada.”’ 

The letter bore the postmark of 
St. Paul, Minn. Holt took steps 
forthwith to call the grand jury. 

The following banks, all of which 
had re-opened within the last few 
/ months’ follow ing a series of bank 
collapses in Arkansas last fall, 
closed again soon after the letter 
was made public: 

The Citizens’ Bank & Trust Co. 


rison; Citizens’ Bank at Yelleville; 
First State Bank at Marshall; 
American Exchange B&ank at Les- 
lie; Bank of Alpena at Alpena 
Pass; Bank of Lead Hill at Lead

Aggregate deposits were estimat- 
ed by the State Bank Department 


at $2,000,000. The closings left 
only one bamk in two counties. 

Hudspeth said in the letter ad- 
dressed to the “public,”’ that he 
had turned over $100,000 worth of 
property and his home for the 
benefit. of depositors, and advised 
the public to watch the administra- 
tion of liquidating affairs because, 
he said ,the pzsomperty he left, with 
what the stockholders had invested, 
would pay all the banks owed. 

The letter quoted Hudspeth as 
saying he “owed it to the officers 
and employes of the banks” to as- 
sume the blame for whatever was 
done or left undone in connection 
with the closings. 

“However,” the letter read, “I 
did everything in my power to 
make them (the banks) go.”’ 

“Words cannot express my feel- 
ings,” the letter continued. “Not 
only is my own life stamped out, 
but that of my folks and quite a 
few of my friends will be affected 
for years to come.”

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 1.—New 
speed for land planes was reached 
at the National air races today by 
Lowell Bayles, .Springfield, Mass., 
in his Gee B2e low-wing monoplane. 
With the wind, in a mile dash, he 
attained a speed of 286.86 miles an 
hour; and 264.9. This 
s fastest than the world rec- 
ord of 278.8 miles hour, 
made by Adjutant Bonnet in 
France in 1924. Bayles’ speed was 
not an official record, however.

Four men and a Negro woman— 
the latter so light of complexion as 
to pass for white—are held. Police 
Commissioner Mulrooney said they 
had admitted their part in the ab- 
duction. The woman, he said, has 
been identified by Rosenthal as the 
one who lured.him into the hands 
of the others, who held him prison- 
er from Aug. f1 until, upon pay- 
ment of $50,000 ransom, he was re- 


leased Aug. 29. 


The arrests were made yester- 


day and today in New York, New- 


ark, N. J., and Atlantic City. 

John Markham was arrested at 
the Yankee Stadium yesterday af- 
ternoon. Last night detectives went 
to Newark, where John Rocco and 
Theodore Adnolfi were picked up. 
The woman, Betty Steward, was 
captured in Atlantic City with 
Nicholas Green, identified by 
Resenthal as the leader of the kid- 
napers. 

The arrests may have saved the 
life of Green, Mulrooney said. Roc- 
co and Adnolfi told him that they 
had planned to put Green ‘‘on the 
spot’ for withholding $25,000 of 
the ransom money from them. 

More than $16,900 of the ransom 
was recovered. Stuffed in a glove 
belonging to Adnolfi was $8300. He 
said it represented his share of the 
extortion inoney. Rocco's trousers 
vielded ore than $3000. The 
Commissioner did not explain 
where the rest of the $16,000 had 
peen found. 


FIVE PRIESTS DROWNED 


Sixth Member of Dominican Order 

Swims Ashore at Eardley, 
Quebec.

EARDLEY, Quebec, Sept. 1.— 
Five members of the Dominican 
Order, on vacation at the summer 
camp of the order here, were 
drowned in a boating accident on 
the Ottawa River today.

Father Courtemanche, swam 
ashore, but was almost exhausted. 


CALDWELL DENIED: NEW TRIAL 


Attorneys for Former’ Financier 
Say They Will Appeal.

Arrives Over City Late in 
Afternoon Ending Flight 
From Germany With 13

PERMANBUCO.,. Brazil, Sept. 1. 
—The Graft. Zeppelin arrived in 
Pernambuco at 5:30 p. m. today, 
completing its nonstop flight from 
Freidrichshafen, Germany, which 
Began Saturday, 

The big dirigible flew over Per- 
nambuco while ships and factories 
blew their whistles and crowds of 
people, filling bridges and squares, 
cheered. 

The airship, illuminated and fly- 
ing low, proceeded southward to 
be moored at the landing field, 
eight miles from the city. 

Radio messages earlier in the 
day from Dr. Hugo Eckener, com- 
mander of the airigible, said head 
winds had decreased his speed 
somewhat. 

The Portuguese liner Nyassa was 
in communication with the Zeppe- 
lin several times during the night 
and again just after daylight. Dr. 
Eckener told the Nyassa’s captain 
everything was going smoothly. 

Pernambuco’s hotels are crowd- 
ed with visitors eager to see the 
big airship which will remain only 
48 hours before starting back for 
Friedrichshafen.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 1.—An 
assessed valuation of $613,107,693 
for that part of the property of 
Missouri public utilities directly 
assessed by State agencies, for 1931 
taxes, was recommended by the 
State Tax Commission in a report 
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submitted today to the State Board 
of Equalization. The amount rec- 
ommended is an increase of $13,- 
152,673 over the valuation fixed for 
1930 taxes of the companies by the 
Board of Equalization. 

The Tax Commission recommen- 
dations do not include real estate, 
certain buildings, materials and 
supplies, and certain other items 
of property of the utilities, which 
are assessed by local assessors. The 
recommendation of the Tax Com- 
mission were as follows: 

Steam railroad, 53 companies, 
$282,104,583, a decrease of $507,- 
027 from the valuation on which 
the companies paid taxes last year. 

Street railways and interurban. 
lines, 14 compdhies, $57,624,507, a 
decrease of $2,740,485 from last 
year. 

Bridges, 21 companies, $7,973,- 
®57, an increase of $799,160 over 
last year. 

Telegraph, five companies, $6,- 
425,113, a decrease of $91.256 from 
last year. 

Telephone, 190 companies, $48,- 
916.491, an increase of $3,150,634 
over last year. 

Electric light and power, 49 com- 
panies, $87,282,313, an increase of 
$9,437,921 over last year. 

Oil pife lines, four companies, 
$22,681,129, an increase of $3,103,- 
726 over last year. 

P. S. Co. Valuation $40,000,000. 

The Tax Commission recom- 

mended an assessed valuation of 
$40,001,026 for the St. Louis Public 
Service Co. While this is a reduc- 
tion of $4,481,369 from the final as- 
sessment fixed for the company 
last year by the State Board of 
Equalization, it is actually a reduc- 
tion of only $868 from the valua- 
tion of $40,001,894 on which the 
street car company paid taxes for 
1930. 
When the Board of Equalization > 
assessment for the street car cqgm- 
pany was fixed for 1930, the com- 
pany filed suit in St. Louis Circuit 
Court attacking the reasonableness 
of part of the assessment. After 
an agreeemnt had been reached be- 
tween the company and the taxing 
authorities, the St. Louis Circuit 
Court reduced the assessment to 
$40,001,894... The-reduction in- as- 
sessment.was on account of street 
paving and grading done by the 
company, and because of expendi- 
tures it bad been required to make 
on viaducts and bridges not owned 
by it. The court held that, while 
the company had paid for this 
work, it had no property rights in 
the items and should not be 4as- 
sessed on them. / 

Chairman J. T. Waddill of the 
Tax Commission said the recom- 
mendation for 1931 conformed to 
the amount on which the street car 
company paid taxes last year be- 
cause of the court. ruling, certain 
retirements of property by the 
company, and partly because of 
the condition of the company 's 
business which has been declining 
steadily. 

“The company has been having 
a hard time,” Waddill said, “‘and 
some weight was given to this con- 
dition.”

An assessment of $13,749,440 
was recommended for the St. Louis 
Terminal Railroad Association, a 
reduction of $355,000 from the 1930 
assessment.

fore and read the resultant criti- 
cism of Judge Bernreuter. 

“Judge Bbrown’s action came as 
a surprise to me just as it did to 
Judge Bernreuter,’” Judge Miller 
said, “and I immediately called 
Judge Bernreuter and volunteered 
my co-operation.” 

Judge Miller said he character- 
ized the action of Judge Brown in 
the telephone conversation as “an 
attempt to invoke mob rule against 
law and order. The injunction was 
issued without notice or bond.” 

“IT am _ absolutely for a show- 
down now,” Judge Miller said he 
assured Judge Bernreuter, “because 
it represents a choice between mob 
rule or law and order.” 

Injunction Called “Improper.” 

Judge Bernreuter, who previous- 
ly had expressed hfmself as “as- 
tonished”’ at the restraining order 
and characterized the action of 
Judge Brown as “unethical and 
improper,” said yesterday that “all 
kinds of political pressure was 
brought to bear on me all summer 
to make me withdraw my opposi- 
tion to the dog tracks.” He de- 
clined to explain in detail the na- 
ture of the “pressure.” 

Judge Brown declined to com- 
ment on criticism of his order by 
associate Judges and said the order 
itself ‘‘was a matter to be threshed 
out in court and not to be dis- 
cussed until it has come up in 
court.”

AUTOPSY TO BE PERFORMED 


Donnell Maher Reported to Have 
Been Injured in Fight 
Aug. 10. 

Donnell Maher, 29 years old, an 
ex-convict, died at city hospital to- 
day.

MOVE PARLEY TO EAST 


New Wage Agreement Taken 
Up—47 Players Who Did 
No Work Lose Jobs. 


Refusal of the St. Louis Amuse- 
ment Co., operating a _ chain of 
neighborhood theaters, to re-em- 
ploy 47 musicians is one reason for 
the failure of the Musicians’ Union 
and theater managers to reach a 
new wage agreement to replace a 
contract, which expired last night. 

Following a conference today, 
the union wage committee decided 
to transfer further negotiations to 
New York, headquarters for the na- 
tional theatrical organizations con- 
trolling St. Louis theaters. 

L. J. Hill, gene’al manager of 
the St. Louis Amusement Co., said 
the 47 orchestra men would not be 
re-employed. The old contract cov- 
ering musicians in the larger mo- 
tion picture theaters has been ex- 
tended pending further negotia- 
tions. The wage committee plans 
to go East within several days. 

It was brought out recently in 
receivership proceedings that the 
47 orchestru men, who were signed 
up last November, were no longer 
required, due to the installation of 
sound devices in the neighborhood 
houses. For the greater part of 
their contract period the musicians 
did nothing but report at the the- 
aters. 

With the 47 men, who drew sal- 
aries under the contract with the 
St. Louis Amusement Co., eliminat- 
ed, there are remaining about 60 
musicians in the larger shows. The 
wage discussion does not involve 
the Shubert-Rialto and American 
theaters, which have holdover con- 
tracts.

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JONES WINS ILLINOIS 
SUPREME COURT RACE 


Democrat Carries 19 of 21 
Counties to Defeat Harold - 
S. Williams. 


. teh. 

7 DA ta" nh. Bopt. 1.—Judge 
Norman L. Jones, Democrat of 
Carroiton, was elected justice of 
the Illincis Supreme Court in a 
special election in the Second Ju- 
dieciai District yesterday by more 
than 20,000 votes over his Repub- 
lican opponent, Harold 8. Wil- 
liams of Taylorville. Clay County, 
the former home of Williams, and 
Christian County, Williams’ present 
Reme, were the only counties put 
of the 21 in the Second Judicial 
District not carried by Jones. 

In 548 precents out of 68° Jones 
had 45,057 votes to 25,682 for Wil- 
liams. 

Judge Jones’ home county, 
Greene, gave him a majority of 
3872. The vote in Greene County 
was: Jones, 4434; Williams, €62. 
Madison County, the largest in the 
district, was carried by Judge 
Jones by a margin of more than 
two to one, the vete in 87 of $8 
precincts being: Jones, 9646; Wil- 
liams, 4232. 

Judge Jones will succeed the late 
Judge William M. Farmer, who 
died last Friday, and whose re- 
eent resignation made the special 
election necessary. Judge Farmer's 
funeral was held here today. 

In a telegram to Judge Jones, 
Williams said: “Please accept my 
congratulations. I have the pleas 
ure of having been defeated by an 
able and distinguished opponent.” 

Judge Jones has leng figured 
prominently in public life, A na- 
tive ef Greene County, he eomes of 
pioneer stock tracing back as far 
as territorial days in Illinois. He 
was born in 1870, second in a fam- 
ily of five children. 

When 21 year sold he was elected 
to the Legislature in 1892 where he 
served two terms. He was ad- 
mited te the bar in 1896. He was 
eleeted to the Circuit Court of the 
Seventh Judicial Circuit in 1914 
and re-elected three times. In 1921 
the Supreme Court assigned him to 
the Second District Appellate Court 
at Ottawa, where he hag served 
since. 

In 1924 running on a platform of 
tax reduction, Judge Jones won the 
Democratic nomination for Gov- 
ernor. Although defeated in the 
election he ran almost a million 
votes ahead of the party ticket,

SBDALIA, Mo., Sept. 1.— Con- 
demning the manner in which steps 
have been taken to bring relief to 
the American farmer, Gov. Gifford 
Pinchot of Pennsylvania urged that 
the farm industry “be placed on @ 
basis of economic equality with 
other industries,” in an address 
here today before the convention 
of the Missouri Farmers’ Associa- 
tion. 

Pinchot assailed the Federal} 
Farm Board, terming it ‘“‘that huge 
and costly Jemon,” and said the 
farmer, “for years the orphan child 
of American polities, should be 
taken into the family and have a 
voice” as to what type of relief, or 
solution of the agricultural prob- 
lem should be attempted. He criti- 
cised the present tariff as detri- 
mental to the farmer, said he 
thought the proposed equalization 
fee was good and thought the de- 
benture plan “unquestionably has 
its merits,’’ but gaid “the real ques- 
tion was whether the farmer is to 
be given justice as the farmer him- 
self understands justice.” 

Pinchot criticised the railroads 
for seeking to increase freight rates 
at a time when the farmer, a chief 
shipper, already is overburdened, 


and eondemned the present distri-

which, he seid, “is today twice as 
high as it was before the World 
War.

But the 
kind of tariff I believe in is one 
whose good effects appear not only 
in the profits of capital and in the 
wages of labor, but also in the re-

Seabury dismussed 23 of 27 
specifications and sustained four, 
but found there had been no proof 
of personal dishonesty or gross in- 
competence to warrant dismissal of 
an elected official. 

Crain, who is 71 years old and a 
Sachem of the Tammany Society, 
was a selection of John F. Curry, 
leader of Tammany Hall. Tam- 
many did not conceal its pleasure 
over Seabury’s findings, but Sam- 
vel Untermyer, Crain's counsel, 
gaid he would ask Gov. Roosevelt 
for a public hearing in order to 
obtain full vindication. 

Seabury found that Crain had 
been lax in investigating magis- 
trates’ courts, racketeering and 
two cases of stock frauds.

FLOUR EMBARGI 


File With State Department 
an Objection Against 18- 
Month Order of Rio de 
Janeiro Regime. 


By the Associated Presa, 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—Amer« 


ican millers answered Brazil’s 18- 
month embargo on flour imports 
yesterday by laying a protest be- 
fore the State Department. 

The Brazilian embargo is de. 
signed to protect millers in that 
country who will purchase some of 
the 25,000,000 bushels of wheat 
Brazil will get from the United 


States Farm Board in exchange for 
1,050,000 bags of coffee. 


Herman Fakler, representive of 
the Millers’ National Federation, 
protested against the Brazilian deal 
| to both the State Department and 
| the Farm Board. The former in- 
| dicated the Fakler objection proba. 
bly could not be transmitted te 
Brazil as the embargo resulted 
from the Farm Board transaction. 
Some officials, however, indicated 
Brazil might be asked to except 
from the embargo flour already on 
the way or ready for shipment. 

Fakler told the Farm Board floup 
should have been included in nego- 
tiations on the coffee-wheat deal, 
which was undertaken in an effort 
to reduce surpluses in both coune 
tries. The Farm Board controls 
about 200,000,000 bushels of wheat, 


Will Cut Off Sale of 200,000 Tons 
of U. S. Wheat Flour. 
By the Associated Presa. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Sept. 1. — 
Suspension of wheat flour imports 
into Brazil for 18 months is ex- 
pected by experts to mean that 
Brazil will refrain from buying 
nearly 200,000 tons of wheat flour 
from the United States and Argen- 
tina during that period. 

The 18-month prohibition of 
wheat flour importation is an 
amendment to the decree author- 
izing the exchange of coffee for 
United States wheat. 

Argentine wheat flour sells as 
far north as Rio de Janeiro while 
United States flour has a market 
in northern Brazil. Flour imports 
from the United States during the 
past calendar year were 74,006 
tons, about half the total flour 
imports. 

In addition to relieving Brazil 
of the necessity of sending money 
abroad to buy flour, the suspension 
of importation is expected to in- 
crease wheat acreage in Brazil.

DEPARTMENT GIVES AUTO 
TO UNOFFICIAL FIREMAN 


Equips W. W. Thompson, Who 
Has Attended 10,000 Fires in 
35 Years, With Car and Siren. 
Firemen have Siven a new red 

automobile, equipped with siren 
and bell, to William W. Thompson, 
who never has had any official 
connection with the Fire Depart- 
ment, although he has been going 
to fires for 35 years. 

The presentation was made yes- 
terday by Director of Public Safe- 
ty Steininger at the Municipal 
Theater. About 500 firemen at- 
tended. 

For many years Thompson was 
construction supervisor for the 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
and began going to fires to protect 
the equipment of that company. 
In time he became recognized as 
a handy man to have around dur- 
ing a fire. It was his duty to cut 
high-tension electric wires which 


add to the hazards of firemen. He 
invented a device which enables 
firemen to plug into electric cir- 
cuits without difficulty and so ob- 
tain current to operate  search- 
lights in dark parts of burning 
buildings. 

Last July he retired at the age 
of 65, after 52 years with the tele- 
phone company, but that did not 
interrupt his unofficial connection 
with the Fire Department. In his 
home at 5130 Lotus avenue there 
is a fire alarm signal box, and he 
still responds to alarms. He esti- 


mates he has attended nearly 10,- |

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WAS NORMAL HERE 


Sharp Contrast to Month Year 
Ago; Rainfall Above: 
Average. 


While temperatures for August 
were approximately normal, days 
and nights growing cooler ag the 


month progressed, St. Louis en-| 


joyed rare weather in comparison 
with August of 1930. The average 


for the month was 77.2 degrees, a 
fraction cooler than normal, with 
the thermometer reaching 106 on 
only one day, while for the same 
month last year the average was 
80.4, six days showing readings of 
100 or above. 
This year’s high temperature for 
August was on the eighth. On the 
fourth last year the reading was 
105, one degree less than the 
August record of 106 in 1881. 
Along with codler weather came 
rainy days—there were 16 of them 
and the precipitation of 3.46 inches 
was nearly half an inch above nor- 
mal. Last year six slight rains yield- 
ed only a quarter of an inch. How- 
ever, figures on “summer rain- 
fall” (June, July and August), 
compiled by the Weather Bureau, 
show a total precipitation of 9.5 
inches, .29 less than normal. Last 
summer’s rainfall was only 3.16, or 
6.63 inches less than normal. 
Despite the fairly average rain- 
fall this summer, it has been too 
slight to bring the river to a normal 
stage, yesterday's reading of —0.4 
feet being a record low for August. 
Normal stage is 11.3 feet, the aver- 
age for the month was 0.6 and for 
August, 1930, 2.3. The river’s low 
stage is explained by the greater 
absorption of moisture by the soil 
throughout last year’s drouth areas. 
Uniess precipitation is unusually 
heavy in coming months, the river

RICHARD T, RINGLING DIES; 
MEMBER OF CIRCUS FAMILY 


Operator of Sheep and Cattle 
Ranches Suffers Heart Attack 
at Montana Home.

Mont., Sept. 1.—Richard T. Ring- 


ling, 36 years old, a son of the late 
Alfred T. Ringling, ore of the 
famous circus men, died of a heart 
attack at his home here yesterday.

He owned large tracts 
of land in Montana and Florida. He 
was born at Baraboo, Wis. He lived

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
AKING exception to Oswald Garrison 


Villard’s clear-cut presentation of the 
European situation, Jeff Mackay reminds 
us that within half a century France has 
twice been invaded by Germany; but he 
forgets to mention that the 1870-71 war 
originated in France’s fear of Germany’s 
legitimate unification, while the 1914 
catastrophe was brought about more by 
French striving for. ‘‘revanche” than by 
any other cause. 

Mr. Villard has understated rather 
than overstated the case of French re- 
sponsibility for the severity of the pre- 
vailing world unrest. And it seems to 
the writer that, far from making any 
attempt to mitigate the existing condi- 
tions, France will endeavor to accentuate 
and aggravate them by all the means at 
her command. Realizing that now or 
never is the time for her to fulfill her 
“mission” and satisfy her ambition for 
lording it over Europe, she will not be 
swayed from her path of national ag- 
grandizement by considerations of eco- 
nomic world recovery, nor will she be 
found ready to admit that the hour of 
greatest French glory might well ring in 
the doom of the white man’s cherished 
civilization. 

American men and women wishing to 
prevent the spectacle of new assaults 


upon the dignity of man, and anxious to | 


promote the cause of human progress, 
will do well to remember that the princi- 
ples of truth and justice always have 
been and forever will be the only reliable 
Zuideposts on the road to peace and 
progress. They will, therefore, urge their 
representatives in Congress to pass the 
Shipstead bill, so as to clarify the 
treacherous question of sole German war 
guilt, and thereby remove the greatest 
obstacle in the path of peaceful progress. 

And immediately thereafter they will 
insist on the clear definition and strict 
formulation of international rights and 
duties, thereby laying the foundation for 
a real, forceful law of nations, such as 
will secyre the privilege of self-determi- 
nation and establish perfect freedom for 
all the péoples of the earth,

The Capture of Varennes. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HO captured Varennes, a key point 


in the Meuse-Argonne drive, which 
began Sept. 26, 1918? A monument at 
Varennes praises Pennsylvania troops for 
the feat, and Fred Tenney, president of 
the Thirty-fifth Division Association, 
says the town was taken on Sept. 26 by 
the 137th Infantry, and that Pennsylva- 
nia troops occupied the city after the 
137th moved on in the Argonne battle. 
Tenney was a Sergeant in the 137th, 

May I make a contribution to this dis- 
cussion, quoted from Kenamore’s ‘“‘The 
Story of the 139th Infantry”? It is as 
follows: 


The attack was made by the 69th Brigade, 
with the }87th Regiment on the left haif of 
the divisional front. The 139th Regiment 
advanced behind the 137th. While the for- 
ward regiments, the 137th and the 138th, 
were becoming entangled and mixed because 
of the fighting in the for. Ristine (com- 
manding officer of the 139th) esuccceded in 
keeping his regiment clear and in order. The 
regimeat moved forward in columns of bat- 
talions with companies and platoons in stag- 
gered formation. As the 139th approached 
the defenses of Varennes, it found the 137th 
was immediately in front of it and héld up 
by the opposition. The 139th dug in, as 
there was considerable artillery fire, and 
waited. It was not long before the reserve 
battalion of the 137th came up behind the 
139th. Tile battalion had en in some 
was passed by the 139th in the advance. 
Ristine waited two hours, then went forward 
and asked Col. Hamilton, commanding the 
137th, what delayed his advance. Col. Ham- 
ilton's regiment hed suffered from inter- 
mingling and mixture of troops, and when it 
was stopped by the Varennes defenses and 
had lain for some time under the heavy and 
coneentrated fire upon it, the Colonel was 
doubtful whether or not he could Make 
headway against the enemy position. 

Ristine returned to his regiment and sent 
@ runner to the Brigade Commander, telling 
him of the condition of the 137th and ask- 
ing permission to take the 189th forward 
and continue the fight. He received no an- 
ewer that meseage or to another sinilar 
one which he sent afterward. The 139th 
was to suffer from the bombard- 
ment and Ristine feared that the morale of 
his outfit would go down if he held them 
inactive any longer.

case of the Hawthorne Kennel Club of Chicago, de- 
cided in May, 1930, by the Appellate Court of IIli- 
nois. The Hawthorne Club in 1928 was granted a 
temporary injunction by Circuit Judge Harry M. 
Fisher of Chicago similar to the injunction granted 
by Judge Brown. The case went to the Supreme 
Court, which held that dog racing had not been le- 
galized by statute. That court refused, on the ground 
of lack of jurisdiction, however, to pronounce a defi- 
nite judgment that it was illegal, referring the case 
to the Appellate Court. 

The Appellate Court’s decision, handed down May 
16, 1930, held that pari-mutuel betting, the feature 
of dog racing which makes it profitable, is out-and- 
out gambling, in plain violation of the State gaming 
act and the pool selling act of 1887. The decision 
set aside Judge Fisher’s temporary injunction and 
sharply reprimanded him for continuing the tempo- 
rary order to permit the dog*track operators to ap- 
peal. The court said: 

That such a plain violation of the law should 
be countenanced and prolonged under forms of 
judicial, procedure is so repugnant to the theory 
on which the courts are organized as not to be 
viewed with complacency, and therefore must 
be condemned. 

We are unable to note a distinction between the 
action of Judge Fisher and the action of Judge 
Brown, except that the latter’s injunction was grant- 
ed after the higher courts of Illinois had pronounced 
judgment on dog racing, and is, therefore, even more 
to be wondered at. 

Judge Bernreuter, sitting in the same jurisdic- 
tion with Judge Brown, has been a consistent foe of 
dog racing and has been instrumental this summer 
in keeping the plant of the Madison Kennel Club 
closed, with the exception of six days of racing held 
while the Judge was on a vacation in Colorado. It 
was Juige Bernreuter who issued the closing or- 
der against ihe Kingshighway Kennel Club, which 
has never made an attempt to reopen and is now 
in the hands of receivers. Of Judge Brown's order, 
Judge Bernreuter said: 

It is very unusual for an associate Judge to 
take such an action, counter to his associate on 
the bench, and hitherto we have always. respect- 
ed one another’s orders and procedure. 

A law passed by the Illinois Legislature in 1927 
made horse racing and pari-mutuel betting legal, but. 
provided specifically against racing after sundown. 
The Madison Kennel Club, however, contends that 
the pool selling, or bookmakers’ act, of 1887 set up 
a system under which the dog track may operate le- 
gally, and that the 1887 act was not repealed by the 
1927 law. 

The same point, presumably, was considered by the 
Appellate Court in May, 1930. In any case, regard- 
less of tortuous technicalities, the Appellate Court 
held pari-mutuel gambling, except as exempted in 
the 1927 law, to be illegal.

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THE “SHOESTRING” GETS AN ISSUE. 

L. L. Collins of Springfield, Mo., was as good as his 
word. He sent letters to John W. Palmer of Sedalia, 
and Robert D. Johnson of Marshall, respectively Re- 
publican and Democratic candidates for the Major 
vacancy in Congress, asking them to tell the voters 
of the Seventh District how they stood on prohibi- 
tion. If neither came out for repeal, he would enter 
the race as an independent on that basis, he said. 
No such announcement came from either, so Mr.

This development injects a real issue into the “shoe-! 
string” district campaign, which so far has been 
mostly talk. Our guess is that Mr. Collins will make 
both of the regular candidates wish they had not 
sidestepped, but faced the situation squarely.

Many experts consider the Cardinals the best-bal- 
anced team in the major leagues, and it would not 
surprise any of these students of the game to see 
Sergeant Street and his men defeat the Athletics.

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NEGROES IN THE CENSUS. 
Census figures just issued show an increase iff 
Negro population more rapid than the gain for whites, 
and a heavy Negro migration to the North, particu. 
larly to industrial centers. The white race has an 
increase of 14.8 per cent in the 1930 tabulation, as 
compared with a gain of 16 per cent in 1920; Negroes 
have a rate of 13.6 per cent as against 6.5 per cent. 
The last décade’s virtual cessation of immigration, 
nearly all of which added to the rate among whites, 
had a large effect on the changing figures. 
The northward trek is indicated in these figures: 
Negroes increased only 5 per cent in the South, while 
they gained 63% per cent in the North and 53 per 
cent in the West. Georgia, South Carolina, Virginia 
and Kentucky had smaller Negro populations in 1930 
than in 1920, while the Negro population of New York 
doubled in the decade and that of Michigan almost 
tripled. In the South, the migration corresponded to 
the national trend to industrial centers. North Caro- 
lina, for instance, has attracted large numbers, while 
agricultural states have lost. 
This tendency has made the Negro a heavy suffer- 
er in the present industrial depression. The National 
Urban League finds unemployment among Negroes to 
be five or six times’ higher than their population 
status would warrant. The Negro thus has not bet- 
tered his economic position by leaving the land. He 
is paying a heavy price for listening to the call of 
Northern mills and factories that needed cheap labor 
in the late boom times but had a surplus when the 
pinch came. A_ back-to-the-farm movement for 
Negroes would better their condition and remove a 
heavy strain from relief organizations. 
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MR. HERRIOT SPEAKS. 
Discussing hopefully the relations of France and 
Germany in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, Edouard Her- 
riot made this significant statement: 


We Frenchmen know that the treaties of 1919 
cannot remain unalterable for all eternity. 


Frenchmen may be aware of it, but Mr. Herriot is, 
s0 far as we know, the first Frencliman of major po- 
litical consequence to acknowledge it. The official 
attitude of France has been that the treaty of Ver- 
sailles is final, subject to no erasure or revision. In 
standing for the letter of the bond, France has been 
alone. Enlightened opinion in other countries, fol-: 
lowing the recovery from the war fever, has recog- 
nized the fact that serious mistakes were made in 
that instrument which justice and good’ will would 
have to correct. 

Mr. Herriot is a man of good will, with as clear a 
title to that quality as his more illustrious com- 
patriot, Mr. Briand. He is wholly in character when 
he points out the truth that “unalterability” and

The American Distrust of Cities 


Corruption of city governments laid to popular idea that-municipal office is lowest in 
political rank; hence, it does not attract best leaders; widespread suspicion of cities 
as sinkholes of iniquity blocks solution of problem; reform possible only by 
viewing them as places where nation’s activities are crystallized.

T is impossible not to be ashamed of the 
J covernments of New York, Chicago and 

Philadelphia, to name only the three larg- 
est. There is no denying that, by and large, 
the municipal standard of intelligence and 
integrity is low. It is still as true today, I 
suppose, as it was 40 years ago when Lord 
Bryce said it, that “there is no denying that 
the government of cities is the one conspic- 
uous failure of the United States.’’ 

The American city has been our greatest 
failure because the American political tra- 
dition in respect to it is deeply ingrained 
with what it is now the fashion to call an 
inferiority complex. Municipal office is held 
to be the lowest rung on the ladder of 
politics. Americans assume as a matter of 
course that a successful politician is a man 
who is promoted upward and onward from 
the city to the state to the Federal Govern- 
ment. Nothing can persuade a man to move 
down the ladder. If he has been Governor 
he would not think of being Mayor; but if 
he is Mayor,. he thinks all the time about 
being Governor. 

It might almost be said that the honor we 
aftach to public offices is based on the 
acreage in which they operate. All this is 
in part due to our American faith in com- 
petition by mere size and to our confusion 
of the biggest with the best. But it is due 
also to other causes, among them the subtle 
and pervasive fact that the undeNying cul- 
tural tradition of America, the ideas put 
forth from our pulpits, assumed in our po- 
litical orations, in our literature and our 
schoolbooks, is antagonistic to cities. 

Listen, for example, to Thomas Jefferson: 
The mobs of great cities add just so much 
“to the support of pure government as sores 
do to the strength of the human body.” We 
have never quite ceased to think of great 
cities as sorés on the body politic. 
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Now it is impossible to govern cities well 
when men approach them believing that 
they are just so much corruption of healthy 
tissue. The American view of the city as a 
kind of dangerous disease is reinforced by 
the dominant religious tradition of the 
American people. They brought with them 
from England a great distrust of the man- 
ners, morals, pleasures and vices of cities. 
For these were the appurtenances of the 
upper classes, identified with the whole sys- 
tem of the establighed church and the court. 

They were hoping in America to follow a 
religion which would approximate the purity 
of practice in the primitive church. They 
knew that cities are the breeding places_of 
new ideas; that~inevitably men become 
skeptical, tolerant, sophisticated and unbe- 
lieving, as cities grow in size and multiply 
the contacts of men with one another. The 
simple faiths dissolve in the cities, and with 
them the simple virtues. It has always 
been so. By the time of Socrates, the na- 
tional religion of Greece had dissolved in 
Athens; medieval Christianity dissolved in 
the cities of the Renaissance, just as in 
America today what we call fundamental- 
ism is dissolving as it comés into the orbit 
of urban civilization. 

It has never been possible, therefore, for 
Americans to arrive at any working phil- 


osophy of city government which exalts its 


purposes-and enlists their finest energies. 
The cities have not drawn upon the purest 
patriotism because the-purest patriotism 
has despised the cities. 

For years, while we have maintained our 
ideal of a rural society, we have been busily 
creating the most extensive urban society in 
the wofld. Less than a quarter of the na- 
tion now lives on farms. If, as Jefferson 
said, the proportion of urban to rural pop- 
ulation is “a good enough barometer to 
measure” the “degree of corruption” in a 
nation, then by his standards the United 
States is between 75 and 80 ver cent corrupt, 

Unless we are to accept this damning 
measure: Of Ourselves, we shall have to 
change Jefferson's barometer. 
balance of city and country is desirable and 
worth maintaining with every resource of 
statesmanship, we shall have to stop think- 
ing that cities are social diseases, 
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The true view of cities, I think, is to re- 
gard them as places where the activities of 
the whole nation come to a head. New York 
and Chicago and Kansas City were not cre- 
ated by their present inhabitants but by the 
American people in the course of 250 years 
of working and living and legislation. They 
are not islands, without bridges to the main- 
land, to that “real America” Which we are 
often told lies beyond the city limits. The 
Sidewalks of New York are as American in 
their origin as the farms of Kansas. For 
even the newest immigrant on those side- 
walks is there because Ameritan opportu- 
nities have drawn him from Europe and 
American institutions and laws have opened 
the gates for him. 

To say that city government is a difficult 
problem is to say that American civiliza- 
tion is a difficult problem. There is no way 
to separate the cities from the nation. Upon 
the cities are concentrated the extreme con- 
sequences; the concrete results, of that rev- 
Olution in the manner of men’s life which 
modern science is working. They have 
grown at furious speed because railroads 
and steam and machinery draw people to- 
gether into crowds for the production of 
wealth. Because people are drawn together 
they are confronted with the problem of 
living together. The problem of city gov- 
ernment is, in fact, simply the problem of 
living together in great masses. 

The government of cities is the most orig- 
inal and least understood undertaking in 
the whole sphere of government. It is con- 
cerned with every bewilderment that ‘the 
modern age presents. The problems of thé 
state governments and of the national Gov- 
ernment are difficult enough. I do not wish 
to minimize_them nor to deny that failures 
in them may not be more momentous than 
the failure of a city government. But in- 
tellectually they are simpler. I believe that 
it is easier to be a great President than to 
be a great Mayor.

LIKE to think of myself as an 

American. Most of my friends 

are Americans. I have been 
educated in the United States, at 
Columbia University, and then by 
American music teachers. And my 
real happiness has come to me in 
the United States—success in the 
world I love—the great world of 
music. I speak humbly about this 
success, but such as it is, it could 
hardly have come to me—a woman 
—in my own Japan. 
And so it happens that I look 
everywhere at American life, and 
that I study American men—and 
women—and customs.

even myself. 

I would like to begin by laugh- 
ing at the thing whieh demands 
more space in your newspapers and 
your magazines and your moving 
pictures, yes, and your operas, than 


jany other thing in current life. 


And that thing is love. In the 
“high-brow” magazines we read 
how the perfect lady falls in love; 
in the tabloids we read how the 
perfect gunwoman falls in love, and 
in between the lady and the gun 
moll we have the elevator girl and 
the business woman and the char- 
lady and the girl at the switch- 
board, and*‘somewhere, even now, 
an army of fiction writers are 
weaving stories about all of these 
women, just on the point of accept- 
ing—or réjecting—the love of Tom, 
Dick and Harry. 
It really seems as if the world 
would go dizzy with repetition of 
the same old love theme. And it 
wouldn’t be so bad if some of us 
didn’t believe, or pretend that we 
believe, all sorts of added nonsense. 
That marriages are made in Heaven 
—that a girl or a man must hunt 
until he—or she—finds his perfect 
love, his ideal. That you will surely 
know him when you see him. 
Whether you will recognize him by 
some magical click of your heart 
or his, that the writers also ex- 
plain. And so the thing goes on, 
till love becomes common and we 
talk of it and read of it with as 
much routine as we brush our teeth 
twice a day.

UT there is another camp in 
this adopted country of mine. 
And the people in this camp 
are even worse. They are the mad, 
infatuated women who explain that 
“my work comes first, and I must 
have my career.”’ I have noticed 
that some of these women get 
neither work nor love; that, very 
often, all they get is the heartache 
for things they have missed, things 
they had too little sense to realize 
they needed, while yet there was 
time. 
So I reach the question—why 
should not all of us women face 
the facts? Which seem to me to be 
about so: Too much bother and 
embroidery and sheer drivelling 
words are wasted on those love 
affairs which should be as spon- 
taneous as a spring breeze, blown 
and done.

When women got the 
vote in these United States, we 
were told that now we would be 
equal to men. But are we, I ask? 
Has there ever been a woman 
President, and is it likely that there 
ever will be a woman President, in 
your day or mine? In fact, do not 
the politicians look at us women— 
those of us who would likesto hold 
some kind of office—look at us 
and laugh? They do, and as yet we 
have devised no weapon, not even 
our precious votes, to keep them 
from laughing. 
But it is not merely in big office 
that women fail to share equality. 
If some of the girls, the political 
girls, could pluck some of the 
plums of office, many would be 
content. We hear that there are 
great big prizes of—er—graft, or 
at any rate, the perquisites of of- 
fice. We hear that some man held 
some office and by and by had 
money in the bank. 
But women in politics curse the 
day when they accept graft. It 
seems that the few women who 
have been interested in—well—the 
more monetary side of politicae— 
have got into trouble for rather 
small sums. So there equality is 
lagging. No doubt, men feel that 
such women should be protected, 
no matter how it hurts.
